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Rich Distributor Schemes 





Postal Inspectors probing busi- 
ness opportunity schemes which 
could violate the mail fraud laws 
arc . reporting an increase in the 
number of companies selling 
pyramid-type - distributorships _to 
small, investors, Postmaster Gen- 
eral W.- Marvin Watson said to- 
day. 

, Ho warned that "fraudulent 
multi-level distributorships can 
hurt matfy thousands of investors. 
In many ways they are like a 
chain letter, except the stakes are 
much higher. . 

"In. a typical illegal pyramid 
scheme, families with savings of 
from' $2,000 to $10,000 arc lured 
Into buying a distributorship for 
a 'fabulous new product' which 



can bring them five and six-fig- 
ure incomes. 

"But to achieve success," Mr. 
Watson adds, "the small investor 
is told he must recruit sub-dis- 
tributors or retailers. 

"And, once the victim Is; trap- 
ped, he rarely, complains. Too 
often the new distributor can only 
recoup his investment by recruit- 
ing others into the scheme." 

The. pyramid-type of distribu- 
torship is one of three major 
types of business opportunity 
schemes which can be in violation 
of mail fraud Unvs,- according lo 
Watson. The - others usually in- 
volve misrepresentations in sell- 
ing vending machine routes and 
franchises for marketing goods or 



services. ) 

those using the mails, directly 
or indirectly, to further a fraud- 
ulent scheme arc subject to the 
mail fraud statutes, and penalties 
of up to 5 years in prison and 
fines of $1,000 for-cachcount,__At 
the present time 199 questionable 
schemes are under investigation. 
Henry B. Montague, Chief Pos- 
tal Inspector, said the 'recent con- 
viction of the National Marketing 
Association's officers indicates 
that the penalties can also be se- 
vere for promoters who defraud. 
The president of this Tulsa, Okla., 
firm which fleeced^ some ,400 in- 
vestors " of ~ more than $400,000, 
was sentenced to ten years in 
prison, 



In the National Marketing case, 
as in most pyramid schemes, sell: 
ing distributorships is more im- 
portant than selling tiic product. 
.At lavish free dinners. investors 
were told how they could corn 
more than $15,000 a year as 
"Tcrrlfic"-clcaning-solVcnt^dis- 
tributors. " * 

The victims wore reassured by 
claims that their investment was 
secured with inventory at a com- 
mercial warehouse, and they re- 
ceived impressive looking, .but 
phony, warehouse receipts. 

Then, when a person had in- 
vested, he was invited to share 
in the growth of the company by 
inviting others to the free steak 
dinners which also featured im- 



pressive speakers, such as a pro- 
fessor of marketing from a Texas 
University, and a "beauty queen" 
as hostess. 

' The "Terrific Success Plan", 
provided the distributor with not 
only a percentage of his rectum's 
Investments, but also an override 
on ail of their cleaning solution 
sales. ; 

' -The <K)t) victims: included a car- 
penter, with no sales experience, 
-who mortgaged his furniture lo 
invest $1,200; a couple in. their 
twenties who took $23,000 -from a 
trust fund,. ami a railroad worker 
buying. Uhc Tulsa distributorship 
for $7,200, 

U Inspectors have found that the 
typical •come-on" in a vending 



machine swindle is an ad in the 
hclp-wanlcd columns seeking men 
or women to service coin-operat- 
ed machines on cither a full or 
part lime basis. 

Those answering the ad are 
then approached by high-pressure 
salesmen who induce them to pur- 
chase vending units by falsely 
claiming them can earn big prof- 
its; Salesmen often promise that 
a trained factory representative 
will, arrange suitable locations. 
Locations, if obtained, arc gener- 
ally the' poorest sort and the in- 
vestor discovers the- company did 
not pay the applicable license 
fees. ^Sometimes flimsy vendjng 
machines are sold at .exorbitant 
I prices. 



In a recent case, where the pro- 1 
motor received a three-year sen- 
tence, the victims were faying 
$100 for hot-nut vending units 
(hat cost the promoter $17. 

The $100 seemed small to the in- 
vestor. He was promised profits 
or from $2,000 to $4,275 per ma- 
chine, depending upon location. 

However, none of. the vending 
machine operators "made the 
promised profits, and it was 
found the victims Inst about 
$350,000 on these machines and 
the supplies. 

! The success of the legitimate 
franchising industry has also 
meant new opportunities for the 
swindler. : 

■Recently small town contrac- 



tors, cement masons and plumb- 
ers were given a chance to share 
in the swimming pool construe- : 
lion 1 boom by becoming franchls- 
ed dealers for corporations with 
such glamorous nnmes as Ber- 
muda Pools, Cinderella Pool 
Corp., and Town and Country 
Pools. The three intcr-rclaled 
Colorado corporations, operated 
by 11 promoters, lured small con- 
tractors to Denver by falsely 
promising an expense-paid ' trip. 
There, the building tradesman 
was told be has a competitor for 
the swimming pool franchise in 
bis area; but because his rival 
lacks construction experience, ;he 
can get the franchise if he signs

Revenues 
Up, Earnings 
Decline 



"Revenues up, taxes up, earn- 
ing down." This is the gist of 
the story being told shareholders 
of Northern Illinois Gas Company. 
In a quarterly report covering 
the ' 12-month period ended Sep- 
tember 30, NI-Gas chairman and 
president Marvin Chandler said 
(hat despite record revenues of 
$253 million— an increase of 9% 
over those of a year ago— consoli- 
dated earnings dropped to $2.27 a 
share from $2.46. 

Chandler explained that the de- 
crease In earnings reflected the 
10% federal surtax . (about 20 
cents, a share) and three per cent 
warmer weather than -a -year ago 
. (about 10 cents a share), 

"Rate reductions and higher 
costs of operating the busniess," 
-Chandler said, "absorbed the in- 
creased utility revenues. How- 
ever, an increase in other income 
of .11 cents a share, resulting 
mainly from nonrecurring factors 
affecting two of the company's 
subsidiaries, NI-Gas Supply and 
Apple River Chemical, reduced 
the decline in earnings per share 
to the-19 cents reported. The lat- 
ter subsidiary continues to suffer 
from severely depressed prices in 
the entire ammonia industry re- 
sulting frona overcapacity." 
Chandler continued: 
r, "Because so much, of our bust- 
| ness is done in the winter, our 
: vj earnings generally do not show. 
3 much change for the 12-mohlh 
periods ending through the sum- 
mer and fall. In recent years, 
we have tended to show a slight 
inmprovement in December.

Chandler reported ' that Apple 
River has agreed in principle to 
sell a substantial part of its am- 
monia output. over the next two 
years to St. Paul Ammonia Prod- 
ucts, Inc. "While thus agreement 
together with. some plant modifi- 
cations to improve efficiency, 
will not reduce the losses from 
operations substantially," he said,

"Courtesy on the street or high- 
way, of course, is only good man- 
ners in traffic/' Klebe said to- 
day; "When a person is behind 
the wheel of his car, he should 
become accustomed to conveying 
each expression of courtesy while 
driving that he would if he were 
at a social gathering." 

Klebe explained that, when ap- 
proaching an intersection, the 
courteous driver grants the right 
of way to the person on the right. 
He "pointed out that drivers never 
have the right of way. It is al- 
ways ! given. He suggested that, 
if : someone appears io be , taking 
advantage of you,, let him j go 
first/Above all, hold your tem- 
per, -stay polite. 

He also suggested that drivers 
be courteous to pedestrians and 
always allow them the right of 
way, particularly at crosswalks. 

On the highway, he suggested, 
drivers should be considerate of 
all other vehicles they meet by 
dimming their head lamps at 
night, not following too closely, 
granting right of way and main- 
taining constant speed when be- 
ing passed— amorig other driving
